China  Premier  Chou  En-lai 
dies  after  long  cancer  battle 

Death  termed  'gigantic  loss' 


TODYO  (AP)  —  Chou  En-lai,  premier  of 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China  since  its 
creation  in  1949  and  a  leading  force  for 
moderation  and  detente  with  the  United 
States,  died  of  cancer  Thursday  in  Peking,  the 
official  Chinese  news  agency  Hsinhua 
announced.  He  was  78. 

The  Chinese  leadership,  in  its  eulogy,  called 
Chou  “the  great  fighter  of  the  Chinese 
people”  and  termed  his  death  “a  gigantic 
loss.” 

A  descendant  of  Mandarin  forebears  who 
turned  Communist  revolutionary  in  his 
youth,  Chou  had  been  confined  to  a  hospital 
for  much  of  the  time  since  1972  when  he  was 
reported  stricken  with  a  heart  ailment. 

Before  that,  his  thick  black  eyebrows  and 
broad  grin  had  come  to  symbolize  the  new 
Chinese  statesmanship  as  he  traveled  widely, 
greeting  chiefs  of  state  with  intelligence  and 
wit. 

Aside  from  Communist  party  chairman  Mao 
Tse-tung,  Chou  was  the  Chinese  figure  best 
known  to  the  outside  world.  Millions  of 
Americans  saw  him  on  live  television  during 
Nixon’s  week-long  visit  to  China  in  February 
1972. 

It  was  Chou,  in  seemingly  tireless 
negotiations  with  Kissinger,  who  brought 


about  the  historic  about-face  in  Chinese  policy 
which  made  the  visit  and  improved 
Chinese-American  relations  possible. 

Chou’s  ability  to  take  the  middle  road 
ensured  his  survival  in  the  often  turbulent 
world  of  Chinese  Communist  politics.  From 
the  1930‘s  he  identified  himself  with  Mao  and 
for  years  was  content  to  be  No.  3  in  the 
communist  hierarchy. 

But  when  other,  leaders  -  President  Liu 
Shao-chi  and  Defense  Minister  Lin  Piao  -  fell 
by  the  wayside  during  the  1 966-69  Cultural 
Revolution  and  its  aftermath,  Chou  emerged 
as  No.  2. 

Throughout  the  cultural  purge,  which 
convulsed  the  party  and  administration,  he 
labored  as  mediator  while  invoking  the 
authority  of  Mao.  Besides  being  premier,  he 
was  the  first  vice  chairman  of  the  party,  a 
vice  chairman  of  its  military  commission  and 
a  member  of  the  Politburo  standing 
committee. 

Throughout  his  illness  Chou  continued  to 
interest  himself  in  political  affairs.  He  met 
important  foreign  visitors  in  his  hospital  suite 
and  kept  a  finger  on  the  pulse  of  Chinese  life. 
But  in  September  1975,  his  doctors  forbade 
him  even  the  brief  interviews  he  had  had  in 
the  past.

No  China  policy 
change  expected

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  death  of  Chinese 
premier  Chou  En-lai  is  not  expected  to  affect 
efforts  to  improve  American  relations  with  the 
Chinese  government  in  Peking. 

Even  though  he  was  the  architect  of  the 
Chinese  policy  of  creating  relations  with  the 
United  States,  the  drive  for  friendlier  contacts 
expanded  beyond  his  personal  efforts. 

U.S.  officials  in  making  this  analysis  pointed 
out  that  Chou  has  not  exercised  any  real 
leadership  in  Peking  since  he  became  seriously  ill 
,  15  months  ago. 

The  man  expected  to  take  Chou’s  place, 
deputy  premier  Teng  Hsiao-ping,  is  considered  a 
strong  supporter  of  increased  contacts  with  the 
United  States. 

Teng  has  exercised  the  effective  day-to-day 
leadership  of  China  since  Chou  became  ill.  His 
position  is  fully  supported  by  Communist  party 
leader  Mao  Tse-tung,  who  himself  has  given 
iricreasing  responsibility  to  Teng  in  recent 
months.

At  press  time,  Provo  City 
officials  were  still  undecided 
as  to  what  course  of  action 
they  would  take  because  city 
water  attorney,  Jackson 
HbWard,  was  out  of  town 
Thursday  when  the  decision 
was  returned.  City 
Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall 
said  city  officials  would  meet 
today  after  Howard  has 
returned  to  discuss  what 
action  they  will  take. 

City  water  director  Dean 
Wheadon  also  said  the  water 
is  not  vital,  and  Provo  has  not 
used  it  since  1969.  “It 
certainly  won’t  put  us  into 
any  desperation.”  he  said. 

According  to  Wheadon,  the 
Lost  Lake  reservoir  was  built, 
by  Provo  City  in  1930.  At 
that  time  Provo  was  granted  a 
certificate  permitting  the  use 
of  960  acre  feet  of  water. 

However  in  1949,  the  state 
engineer  reduced  the  amount 
to  about  322  acre  feet.  When 
the  certificate  was  returned 
to  Provo  officials,  the  city 
had  60  days  to  appeal  the 
decision. 

In  spite  of  the  reduction  in 
the  certificate,  Provo 
continued  to  receive  in  excess 
of  700  acre  feet  of  water 
from  1949  until  1969  when 
the  state  engineer  started  to 
enforce  the  322  acre  feet 


limit  set  in  1949. 

Wheadon  said  it  is  not 
known  whether  the  city 
officials  were  aware  of  the 
reduction  made  in  1949,  and 
that  present  officials  were  not 
aware  of  the  reduction  until 
1 969  when  the  state  engineer 
officially  reduced  the  water 
usage. 

Wheadon  said  the  400  acre 
feet  of  water  is  not  a  large 
amount  of  water  for  Provo, 
but  that  any  amount  is 
significant. 

He  estimated  that  Provo 
will  use  between  7,000  and 
8,000  acre  feet  of  water  this 
year. 

The  reservoir,  however,  still 
belongs  to  Provo,  and 
Wheadon  said  that  if  Provo 
could  find  the  water  to  store 
in  the  lake  from  other  than 
present  sources,  without 
protest  from  other  groups,  it 
could  use  the  reservoir  for 
storage .

Utah  Legislature 
will  open  Monday 


The  major  nonfiscal  measure  to  be  considered  during  the 
Utah  Legislature’s  budget  session  convening  Monday  will 
probably  be  malpractice  insurance  for  doctors,  a  BYU 
legislator  said. 

According  to  Sen  Karl  Snow,  professor  of  political  science 
at  BYU,  only  urgent  nonfiscal  issues  will  be  considered 
besides  the  budget  during  the  20-day  session. 

A  two-thirds  approval  by  both  houses  is  required  to 
consider  a  non-budgetary  measure  during  the  budget  session. 

One  bill  prefiled  for,  introduction  in  the  budget  session 
proposes  that  enforcement  powers  of  the  state’s  smoking 
restrictions  be  extended  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

The  bill  is  sponsored  by  Rep.  Gerald  L.  Woodmansee, 
D.-Salt  Lake  City,  “because  the  public  health  and  welfare  is 
affected  by  individuals  smoking.”  Presently,  the  state’s 
criminal  code  prohibits  smoking  in  enclosed  public  places 
except  for  public  smoking  rooms.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Labor  leaders 
angered  over  President  Ford’s  veto  of  a 
bill  expanding  union  picketing  rights 
resigned  Thursday  from  a  key 
government  advisory  committee, 
declaring  that  Ford  double-crossed 
them. 

The  walkout  apparently  meant  that 
any  chance  Ford  might  have  had  of 
winning  some  labor  support  in  the 
presidential  campaign  was  gone. 

“If  he  can’t  support  labor,  I  don’t 
know  how  labor  can  support  him,”  said 
Teamsters  President  Frank  E. 
Fitzsimmons,  whose  2.2 
million-member  union  is  the  nation’s 
largest. 

Fitzsimmons  and  eight  leaders  of 
AFL-CIO  construction  unions  stalked 
from  a  meeting  of  the  Collective 
Bargaining  Committee  in  Construction, 
on  which  they  had  served  with 
management  representatives  since  their 
appointment  by  Ford  last  April. 


The  Teamsters  and  hard-hat  unions 
traditionally  favor  Republican 
presidential  candidates,  but  the  union 
chiefs  vowed  that  Ford  “will  get 
absolutely  no  support.” 

AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany 
and  other  union  chiefs  are  expected  to 
resign  shortly  from  another  presidential 
advisory  panel,  completing  labor’s  break 
with  the  administration. 

The  walkout  by  the  construction 
presidents  also  increased  pressure  on 
Labor  Secretary  John  T.  Dunlop  to 
resign.  He  is  weighing  such  a  move,  and 
aides  say  his  decision  will  be  based  on  a 
determination  whether  he  can  still  be 
effective. 

President  Robert  A.  Georgine  Of  the 
AFL-CIO  Building  and  Construction 
Trades  Department  said,  “I  don’t  think 
anyone  can  believe  he  speaks  for  the 
President  or  the  administration.” 

The  labor,  secretary  had  drafted,  with 
Ford’s  support,  legislation  which  would 
have  broadened  the  picketing  rights  of 
construction  unions  and  would  have 


created  a  national  committee  with 
authority  to  intervene  in  local  disputes 
and  to  seek  settlements.  Ford,  who  at 
first  said  he  would  sign  the  bill,  vetoed 
it  last  week  after  pleas  from  industry 
leaders  and  political  conservatives. 

At  a  news  conference  following  the 
union  chiefs’  resignation,  Georgine 
charged  that  management  members  of 
the  bargaining  committee  had  turned 
anti-union. 

“We  have  neither  the  disposition  nor 
the  time  to  play  charades  with  a 
management  which  has  indicated  it  is 
merely  a  proxy  for  the  most  virulent 
anti-union  forces  in  the  United  States 
and  a  President  who  is  overwhelmed  by 
that  group,”  he  declared. 

“For  us,”  Georgine  added,  “It  is  sheer 
futility  to  meet  with  organizations 
which  oppose  the  concept  of  collective 
bargaining.” 

Management  spokesmen  had  no 
comment,  nor  did  Dunlop,  who  was  not 
present  at  the  meeting.

A 
teacher  may  have  good 
information,  but  if  the 
students  cannot  make  the 
connection,  they  will  go  out 
of  the  classroom  forgetting 
everything  the  teacher  said, 
explained  Dr.  McKeachie.

specific  facts,  teachers  should 
instruct  students  in  concepts 
which  can  be  generalized  to 
apply  in  other  areas,  he  said.

Teachers  will  then  be 
able  to  understand  the 
student’s  way  of  thinking  and 
can  better  meet  his  needs,  he 
added. 

Educational  learning  can  be 
too  verbal  and  too  abstract, 
said  Dr.  McKeachie,  and 
should  involve  the  whole 
person.

Civic  officials  in  Utah  Valley  should  work 
together  to  provide  more  jobs  for  young 
people,  Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  told  the 
Utah  Valley  Industrial  Development 
Association  (UVIDA)  Wednesday  night. 

At  the  dinner  in  the  Wilkinson  Center 
Skyroom,  Rampton  spoke  of  the  need  to 
develop  and  expand  industry  in  the  state  and 
especially  in  Utah  Valley. 

Teamwork  needed 

Rampton  said  this  is  a  “critical  time  in 
Utah’s  industrial  history.”  He  added  that  it’s 
a  time  “when  the  desire  for  clean  air,  land 
and  water  has  been  confronted  by  the  need 
for  development  of  old  and  new  sources  of 
energy.” 

Civic  officials  from  the  surrounding  area 
attended  the  function.  The  governor  said 
they  should  work  together  as  a  team  to 
provide  a  steadily  growing  base  of  jobs  for 
the  young  people  entering  the  work  force. 
“We  have  a  responsibility  to  try  to  reduce  the 
unemployment  rate  in  the  state  by  providing 


gainful  employment,”  he  said. 

“This  is  a  time  when  land  speculation  has 
threatened  to  convert  even  our  previously 
well-planned  counties  into  the  flimsy 
subdivisions  and  urban  slums  which  are 
highly  visible  elsewhere  in  the  country,”  said 
Rampton. 

Environmental  standards 
Rampton  said  Utah  seeks  only  those 
industries  which  will  compliment  the 
environment  and  labor  force.  Major  industries 
have  tried  to  come  into  the  state,  he  said,  but 
they  haven’t  met  with  the  environmental 
standards  and  requirements. 

Raymond  M.  Klauck  was  installed  as  the 
new  president  of  UVIDA,  replacing  Winston 
M.  Crawford.  Klauck  represents  the  city  of 
Springville  on  the  board.  Wayne  S.  Hansen, 
manager  for  Mountain  Fuel  Supply 
Company,  was  elected  to  serve  this  year  as 
president-elect.  Richard  M.  Bradford  is  the 
newly  appointed  manager  of  UVIDA. 
Thirty-three  other  officers  and  directors  were 
also  installed..

Mountain  Fuel 
plans  cut-offs 


GREEN  RIVER,  Wyo. 
(Ap)  -  Mountain  Fuel  Supply 
Wednesday  proposed  new 
natural  gas  rates  for  some 
industrial  customers  that 
would  allow  their  fuel  to  be 
cut  off  only  when  the 
temperature  dips  below  15 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Under  the  proposed 
system,  natural  gas  would  be 
Cut  off  for  some  industrial 
users  on  days  when  the 
temperature  reached  the  15 
degree  mark  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Currently  the  users  are  on 
'  an  “interruptible”  basis, 
where  their  gas  supply  may 


be  cut  off  whenever  it  is 
needed  elsewhere. 

The  new  system  would 
charge  higher  prices  for  the 
gas  and  be  available  only  to 
customers  now  on  the 
“interruptible”  rate  basis  who 
use  between  1  billion  and  5 
billion  BTUs  of  gas  per  day. 

Mountain  Fuel  made  the 
proposal  in  the  second  day  of 
a  Public  Service  Commission 
(PSC)  hearing  in  Green  River 
Wyo.  into  its  proposed 
natural  gas  rate  increase  for 
Wyoming  customers. 

The  firm  has  proposed  rate 
hike  of  over  $1.4  million,  or 
1 1.8  per  cent. 

Three  Wyoming  mining  and 
processing  firms  would  be 
eligible  for  the  new  rate 
system.  They  are  FMC  Corp., 
Stauffer  Chemical  Co.  of 
Wyoming,  and  Allied

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Utah  Power  and  Light  Co.  is 
seeking  $39.1  million  in 
increased  utility  rates  in 
Idaho,  Wyoming  and  Utah. 

Utah  Power  Pres.  E.  Allan 
Hunter  said  the  firm  is 
proposing  a  1976 
construction  budget  of  $280 
million,  the  largest  in  its 
history.  To  raise  the  money, 
Hunter  said  Utah  Power  will. 


in  addition  to  the  rate 
increase,  if  approved,  attempt 
to  sell  stocks  and  bonds. 

Utah  Power  &  Light  Co. 
reports  increased  revenue  and 
income  for  the  first  11 
months  of  1975. 

In  a  report  to  stockholders, 
Hunter  said  operating 
revenues  were  $193.4  million, 
compared  with  $139.2 
million  for  the  same  period  in 
1974. 

Net  income  was  $34.8 
million,  or  $3.07  per  share. 
That  compared  with  $27.3 
million  or  $3.21  per  share, 
Hunter  said. 

He  said  the  decrease  per 
share  in  earnings  was  due  to 
inflation,  increased  interest 
costs,  preferred  dividend 
payments  and  dilution  of 
stock  by  sale  of  additional 
shares  of  common  stock 
during  1975.

A  near-capacity  crowd  of 
20,000  is  expected  to  see  the 
continuance  of  a  rivalry  that 
shows  the  Cats  way  out  in 
front  with  104  victories 
compared  to  71  losses. 

USU’s  Head  Coach  Dutch 
Belnap  has  never  lost  to  the 
Cougars,  but  his  team  has 
dropped  three  straight  games 
and  must  play  Utah  tonight 
before  entering  Cougar 
country  Saturday. 

The  Aggies  are  sporting  a 
5-6  record  entering  the  Utah 
rematch,  but  will  be  without 
the  services  of  starting 
forwards  Blair  Martineau, 
Mike  Santos  and  reserve 
forward  Marc  Wilson. 

Martineau  played  in  three 
games  before  a  broken  bone 
in  his  hand  was  discovered. 


He  is  out  for  the  season. 
Santos  broke  a  bone  in  his 
foot  last  week  in  the 
All-College  Tournament  and 
is  also  out  for  the  year. 
Wilson  suffered  a  knee  injury 
in  a  junior  varsity  game  which 
required  an  operation. 

The  Cougars  have  a  few 
■  problems  of  their  own.  Terry 
Gugat,  who  was  counted  on 
heavily  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season,  is  out  for  the  year 
with  knee  problems.  Jay 
Cheesman,  BYU’s  6-9  center, 
sprained  an  ankle  in  the  win 
over  Old  Dominion,  but 
Coach  Frank  Arnold  has 
indicated  that  Cheesman 
should  be  ready  to  play 
Saturday  after  missing  the 
contest  with  Niagara. 

The  Cougars  own  a  6t5 
record,  but  are  on  something 
of  a  hot  streak,  having  won 
four  of  their  last  six  games, 
including  the  championship 
of  the  Old  Dominion  Classic 
in  Norfolk,  Va. 

In  that  tourney,  the  Cats 
defeated  a  tough  Texas  team 
in  overtime  91-86,  with  Jay 
Cheesman  equaling  a 
career-high  scoring  output  of 
26  points.  Mark  Handy  and 


Verne  Thompson  also  helped 
the  Cats  with  1 3  rebounds 
apjece. 

In  the  final  game  against 
Old  Dominion,  the  Cougars 
came  back  from  a  four-point 
halftime  deficit  to  squeak  by 
with  an  80-77  victory. 
Cheesman  again  led  BYU 
scorers  with  20  points. 

The  Cougars  placed 
Thompson  and  Cheesman  on 
the  AlLTournament  team. 
Dan  Krueger  of  Texas, 
Maynard  Brown  of  Cornell 
and  Wilson  Washington  of 
ODU  also  made  the  squad. 

Because  of  the  injuries,  it  is 
uncertain  who  will  make  the 
starting  lineup  for  the  Aggies. 
Seven-foot  center  Ed  Gregg, 
along  with  5-11  guard  Oscar 
Williams,  should  start,  but  all 
other  positions  could  be  up 
for  grabs. 

Gregg  is  having  a  great 
season.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  A  laser 
beam  which  will  take  the 
guesswork  out  of  spotting  the 
football  will  be  used  in  a 
major  game  for  the  first  time 
in  the  Senior  Bowl  at  Mobile, 
Ala.,  Sunday. 

The  National  Broadcasting 
Co.,  which  will  nationally 
telecast  the  game  starting  at 
1:30  p.m.,  EST,  announced 
Wednesday  the  use  of 
electronic  accoutrements  to 
substitute  for  the  referee  in 
certain  instances. 

The  apparatus  will  be  used 
to  spot  the  ball  starting  each 
series  of  downs,  replacing  it 
after  an  incompleted  pass, 
determining  first  downs  and 
stepping  off  correct  yardages. 
It  will  not  in  any  way  serve  to 
settle  disputes  on 
controversial  plays. 

It  also  will  be  used  in 
placing  the  ball  on  the 
hashmarks,  spotting  it  within  a 


fraction  of  an  inch  of  the 
correct  position.  Viewers  will 
be  able  to  follow  the 
procedures  on  their  TV 
screens. 

“Viewers  will  just  have  to 
follow  the  blue  light  on  their 
screens  to  see  the  results  of 
the  electronic  input  which 
makes  this  idea  work,”  said 
George  Finkel  of  NBC 
producer  of  the  telecast.

Jobless  Stars 
still  searching 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  It’s  been  more  than  a  month 
since  the  Utah  Stars  of  the  American  Basketball  Association 
folded,  and  some  of  the  players’  fears  have  been  confirmed: 
they’ve  been  unable  to  find  jobs  in  basketball. 

The  players  are  not  alone  in  their  predicament.  General 
Manager  Bill  Orwig  has  put  in  some  bartending  time  in  the 
resort  town  of  Park  City  as  he  seeks  the  job  that  would  make 
it  possible  for  him  to  remain  in  Utah,  a  hotel  owner  says. 

Lloyd  Stevens,  owner  of  the  Claimjumper  Hotel, 
Restaurant  and'  Saloon,  said  he  had  been  paying  Orwig 
standard  bartending  wages  of  $20  for  a  six-hour  shift.  But 
Stevens  said  Orwig  had  gone  to  Denver  to  help  with 
arrangements. fanthe  ABA  All-Sta/,,,game  J^n,  27.  . ,,  J 

“Bijl  helped  me  out,”  saicl  Stevens.  “The  Claimjumper  was 
his  favorite  spot.”  . 

Stay  in  Utah 

i  Orwig  has  bought  a  house  in  Summit  Park,  near  Park  City, 

-  and  Stevens  said  he  believed  Orwig  would  stay  in  Utah  “if  it’s 
economically  feasible.” 

Orwig  couldn’t  be  reached  at  his  Denver  hotel. 

Most  of  the  ex-Stars  players  who  weren’t  picked  up  by 
other  professional  clubs  are  still  jobless,  said  former  team 
trainer  Bill  Bean. 

Bean  said  Eugene  “Goo”  Kennedy  is  in  Dallas,  Joe 
Hamilton  in  Louisville  and  A1  Smith  and  Don  Washington  in 
Denver.  The  trainer  said  Kennedy  and  Hamilton  are 
unemployed.  He  didn’t  know  about  Smith  and  Washington. 
Both  played  for  the  Denver  Nuggets  previously  and  Bean  said 
their  families  are  in  Denver. 

4  players  sold 

When  the  Stars  were  dissolved  Dec.  2,  owner  Bill  Daniels 
sold  four  of  the  franchise’s  best  players  -  Moses  Malone, 
Ron  Boone,  Randy  Denton  and  rookie  Steve  Green  —  to  the 
Spirits  of  St.  Louis,  to  help  pay  off  his  debts.  Jim  Eakins 
iater  was  picked  up  by  the  Virginia  Squires. 

Eakins  issued  an  appeal  at  the  time  the  franchise  folded  for 
the  Salt  Lake  community  to  help  Stars  personnel  find  new 
jobs.  Players  agreed  at  the  time-that  tough  market  conditions 
would  make  it  difficult  for  some  of  them  to  remain  in 
basketball. 

Other  clubs 

The  only  former  Star  still  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Bean  said,  is 
John  Roche,  also  unemployed.  The  6-3  guard  from  New 
York  City  and  the  University  of  South  Carolina  said  his 
attorney  is  trying  to  interest  other  clubs  in  his  services. 

Roche  said  if  he  doesn’t  get  on  with  another  team,  he  and 
his  wife  will  stay  in  Salt  Lake  City  until  summer,  then  return 
to  New  York. 

The  last  man  on  the  Stars’  active  roster,  Kenny  Gardner,  a 
University  of  Utah  alumnus,  has  joined  a  basketball  league  in 
Mexico,  Bean  said.

The  BYU  men’s  bowling  team  placed 
fourth  in  the  Las  Vegas-  Invitational 
Collegiate  Bowling  Tourrament  held  in  late

1 best  rookies' 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Robert  Brazile,  who  went  from  “Mr. 
Versatile”  at  Jackson  State  to  “Mr.  Valuable”  with  the 
Houston  Oilers,  was  named  the  National  Football  League’s 
Defensive  Rookie  of  the  Year  today  by  The  Associated  Press. 

The  6-foot-4!/2,  250-pound  outside  linebacker,  the  Oilers’ 
No:  1  selection  in  the  college  draft  and  a  starter  in  their 
lineup  even  before  the  season  began,  received  41  of  the  78 
votes  cast  by  a  nationwide  panel  of  sports  writers  and 
broadcasters. 

He  easily  outdistanced  Oakland  Raiders  cornerback  Neal 
Colzie  from  Ohio  State,  the  runnerup  with  17  nominations. 
Others  in  the  voting  included  Los  Angeles  Rams  cornerback 
Monte  Jackson,  Dallas  Cowboys  defensive  end  Randy  White 
and  San  Diego  Chargers  defensive  tackle  LouieKelcher. 

Mike  Thomas,  an  obscure  fifth-round  draft  choice  who 
blossomed  into  stardom  to  give  the  aging  Washington 
Redskins  a  renewed  running  attack,  was  named  the  league’s 
Offensive  Rookie  of  the  Year. 

The  5-foot-ll,  190-pounder  from  the  University  of 
Nevada-Las  Vegas,  built  along  the  lines  of  Larry  Brown,  the 
man  he  replaced  in  the  Washington  backfield,  received  35  of 
the  78  votes  cast  by  a  nationwide  panel  of  sports  writers  and 
broadcasters. 

Atlanta  Falcons’  quarterback  Steve  Bartkowski,  the  NFL’s 
No.  1  draft  choice  this  year  out  of  the  University  of 
California,  got  21  nominations  as  the  runner-up. 

Other  rookies  receiving  votes  included  running  back  Don 
Hardeman  of  the  Houston  Oilers,  tight  end  Russ  Francis  of 
the  New  England  Patriots,  wide  receiver  Rick  Upchurch  of 
the  Denver  Broncos  and  guard  Lynn  Boden  of  the  Detroit 
Lions.

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’75  sales  slump  painful, 
but  Detroit  rebounding 


DETROIT  (AP)  Americans 
purchased  fewer  domestic  new  cars  in 
1975  than  at  any  time  in  13  years,  but 
a  buying  surge  in  the  fourth  quarter 
lifted  industry  hopes  for  a  strong 
recovery  in  1976. 

But  while  domestic  sales 
plummeted,  growing  buyer  interest  in 
low  prices  and  high  fuel  economy 
provided  a  bonanza  for  foreign  car 
companies,  which  chalked  up  their 
third  best  year  ever  to  capture  a  record 
18  per  cent  share  of  the  American 
market. 

A  recession-battered  public  last  year 
bought  7;050,120  cars  built  by  U.S. 
auto  companies,  giving  the  nation’s 
largest  manufacturing  industry  its 
poorest  performance  since  1962,  final 
figures  released  Wednesday  showed. 

Sales  were  down  5  per  cent  from 
already  depressed  1974  levels,  when 
fuel  shortages  and  mounting  inflation 
knocked  the  industry  into  its  longest 
and  deepest  slump  since  the  Great 
Depression. 

Last  year’s  sales  were  down  27  per 
cent  from  the  record  9.1  million 
domestic  cars  sold  in  1973. 

General  Motors,  which  sustained  the 
largest  decline  in  1974  because  of  its 
emphasis  on  large  cars  with  relatively 
poor  fuel  economy,  stormed  back  in 
1975  as  the  only  U.S.  maker  to  show  a 
gain  in  1975,  with  sales  eclipsing 
1974’s  totals  by  a  bare  1.4  per  cent. 

American  Motors  fell  off  4  per  cent 


for  the  year  and  Ford  Motor  Co. 
registered  a  10  per  cent  decline,  while 
Chrysler  Corp.  recorded  the  industry’s 

largest  decline  at  1 7  per  cent. 

Despite  the  industry’s  depressed 
yearend  results,  the  domestic  makers 
took  heart  in  a  sharp  upturn  during 
the  fourth  quarter,  which  bolstered 
bullish  industry  predictions  that 
domestic  sales  this  year  would  jump  as 
much  as  20  per  cent  to  a  respectable 
level  of  8.5  million. 

After  a  very  poor  start  last  year, 


domestic  sales  slowly  picked  up  steam 
and  then  took  off  in  the  fall,  when  the 
companies  introduced  new  models 
with  improved  fuel  economy  and 
modest  price  increases. 


December  sales,  reported 
Wednesday,  were  up  34  per  cent  from 
the  year  before,  when  sales  fell  to  one 
of  their  lowest  levels  in  more  than  a 
decade.  The  December  gain  follows 
jumps  of  23  per  cent  in  October  and 
33  per  cent  in  November. 


For  the  entire  quarter,  the 
companies  sold  2,027,863  cars,  up  30 
per  cent  from  1,562,230  the  year 
before. 


Analysts  credited  the  fourth-quarter 
spurt  to  an  over-all  strengthening  of 
the  economy  which  accelerated  the 
industry’s  recovery. 


They  said  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  small  and  fuel-efficient  offerings 
from  Detroit  also  added  to  the  upturn. 

Sales  of  21  imports  totaled 
1,575,500  during  the  year,  up  13  per 
cent  from  1974  and  the  third  highest 
total  ever.  December  sales  of  101,000 
were  up  24  per  cent  from  1974. 


The  imports’  sharp  gains  combined 
with  the  decline  in  domestic  sales  gave 
foreign  makers  a  record  18.3  per  cent 
of  the  American  market,  up  from  the 
previous  high  of  16  per  cent  set  the 
year  before. 


In  addition,  Japan’s  Toyota 
overtook  perennial  leader  Volkswagen 
as  the  best-selling  U.S.  import  with 
sales  of  283,909.  VW,  which  had  been 
the  No.  1  import  for  20  straight  years, 
fell  to  second  place  with  sales  of 
267,718.

Bank  robbers  caught 


by  two  Indiana  sisters 


AMBOY,  Ind.  (AP)  -  Two 
sisters  who  foiled  a  bank 
robbery  in  this  tiny  northern 
Indiana  railroad  community 
of  476  are  heroines  to  their 
children,  but  their  husbands 
wish  they’d  leave 
cops-and-robbers  to  someone 
else. 

“My  husband  is  a  little 
unhappy  because  I  had  my 
2sy ear-old  son.  with  me,” 
Rebecca  Griggs,  28-,: ? said. 
“But  my  daughters  are 
jumping  up  and  down,  saying 
their  mommy  caught  a  bank 
robber.” 

Mrs.  Griggs  used  her  belt  to 
tie  up  a  suspected  bandit 
Tuesday  after  her  sister, 
Shirley  “Casey”  Bowland,  27, 
disabled  the  getaway  car.  A 
second  suspect  was  caught  a 
short  time  later  as  he  missed 
jumping  on  the  caboose  of  a 
moving  freight  train. 

Mrs.  Bowland  said  she  and 
her  sister  were  waiting  at  the 
drive-in  window  of  the 
Farmers  National  Bank 
branch  Tuesday  afternoon 
when  they  saw  a  car  with  its 


engine  running  parked  across 
the  street. 

“Becky  said,  ‘Do  you  think 
they’re  robbing  the  bank?’ 
You  know,  just  as  a  joke,” 
Mrs.  Bowland  said  after  the 
incident. 

She  said  the  bank’s 
manager,  Herman  Agness,  64, 
then  ran  out  of  the  bank,  told 
them  the  bank  was  being 
robbed  and  asked  them  to  go 
for  help. 

“I  turned  their  car  off  and 
started  letting  air  out  of  their 
tires,”’  she  said.  “1  was  there 
when  they  came  out  of  the 
bank  and  I  beelined  it  for  the 
-restaurant  -  I  didn’t  know  if 
they  had  a  gun.” 

Mrs.  Bowland  said  she 
jumped  back  in  the  car  with 
her  sister  and  they  took  off 
after  the  suspects,  who  fled 
on  foot  after  they  found  their 
car  disabled. 

Agness  said  he  watched  the 
women  round  a  building  from 
one  direction  and  Ehrhardt 
Ballschmidt,  32,  owner  of  the 
community’s  lone 
supermarket,  came  from  the 
other. 

“Ehrhardt  fired  one  shot, 
then  the  robber  threw  up  his

hands  and  said,  ‘I  give  up,’  ” 
Mrs.  Bowland  said.  “We  told 
him  to  lay  on  the  ground  and 
spread  ’em.  Becky  took  off 
her  belt  and  we  tied  his 
hands.” 

“I’ll  be  damned  if  one  of 
those  girls  didn’t  have  a  foot 
on  the  guy,”  Angess  said. 
“They  they  marched  him  up 
town  in  front  of  their  car  and 
waited  for  the  state  police.” 

Just  to  make  sure  the  men 
didn’t  find  another  car  key 
and  get  away,  Agness  shot 
out  a  tire  on  the  car,  Mri 
Boland  said.

Electronic  collars 
track  polar  bears 


SUNNYVALE,  Calif.  (AP) 
-  The  Alaskan  polar  bear  will 
no  longer  wander  unobserved 
about  his  chilly  habitat.  The 
government  is  spending  some 
$52,000  to  track  his  every 
meandering. 

The  money  is  for  electronic 
collars  for  three  polar  bears 
to  wear  around  their  furry 
necks,  and  the  collars,  via  a 
weather  satellite,  will  tell 
whether  Alaskan  pipeline 
construction  is  chasing  the 
bears  from  their  home  —  or 
wherever  else  the  white 
creatures  wander. 

“The  environmentalists  are 
jumping  up  and  down  saying 
the  pipeline  will  force  the 
bears  to  leave  their  natural 
habitat  and  move  to  the  ice 
where  they  won’t  have  food,” 
said  electronic  expert  Hank 
Fallek. 

“But  no  one  really  knows 
where  the  bears  will  go.” 

Fallek  is  vice  president  of 


the  Hader  Co.,  which  is 
building  the  collars  under  a 
contract  to  help  the  U.S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service. 

Fallek  said  in  an  interview 
Wednesday  that 
battery-operated  transmitters 
will  be  built  into  durable 
plastic  collars  weighing  less 
than  10  pounds  and  tailored 
to  the  bears’  48-inch  neck 
size. 

He  said  he  was  worried  that 
the  bears  would  become 
annoyed  at  the  unaccustomed 
apparel  and  smash  the 
transmitters,  “but  the  wildlife 
people  assured  me  if  it’s 
comfortable,  the  animal 
doesn’t  mind  it.” 

The  transmitters  —  built  to 
last  about  a  year  —  will  beam 
signals  to  -  the  Nimbus  6 
weather  satellite  when  it 
passes  overhead  twice  daily. 
The  signals  will  pinpoint  the 
bears’  whereabouts  within  a 
mile.
